Washington, D. C., April 11.—(Spe- 


cial.)—The democrats of the house in 
caucus tonight agreed upon the ini- 
tial steps in tariff revision. By a vote 
of 128 to 29 it was decided to pass the 
Canadian reciprocity within the next 
week without amendment. 

The following articles are to be 
put upon the free list as a sop to the 
Canadian border 
who will be adversely affected by the 
reciprocity agreement, though § the 
effect of the action will be widespread. 

Agricultural implements, including 
plows, harrows, reapers, binders, 
mowers, boots and: shoes, harness and 
saddlery, barbed wire and other fenc- 
ing, cotton bagging and ties, coarse 
sacks, burlaps, flour, dressed meats 
and meat products, salt, sewing ma- 
chines, rough lumber except lignum 
vitae, seedard and hardwood. An- 
other caucus will probably be held 
within the next two weeks to decide 
what shall be done to the woolen_and 
cotton schedules.

The sale of single tickets to 
the grand opera performance on 
April 27, 28 and 29 opens this 
morning. The tickets will be 
sale at the offices of Philips, & 
Crews, on North Pryor street, 
and at the Cable Piano Company, 
on North Broad. While the sale 
of season tickets to the operas 
for surpass that of last year, and 
run close to $40,000, there are 
hundreds of splendid seats left. 

The price list for single per- 
formances is as follows: Boxes 
seating six, $46; boxes seating 
four, $30; arena, $5 and $4; dress 
circle, $5, $4 and $2.50; balcony 
$3, $2 and’ $1; back of sight line, 
dress circle and balcony, $1. 
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Because of the fact that Caruso’s 
voice has been seriously affected by a 
severe attack of “grip” and that he will 
be unable to sing for a period of sev- 
eral months, the Metropolitan Opera 
Company, of New York, has been forced 
to substitute the brilliant opera “Otel- 
lo” for the “Girl.of the Golden West,” 
in which the famous tenor was billed 
originally to appear. 

The announcement of the fact that 
Caruso would be unable to appear in 
Atlanta duging the coming season of 
grand opera was made Tuesday after- 
noon by the management of the Atlanta 
Music Festival Association after it had 
been finally determined, after thorough 
investigation, that Caruso’s voice is 
in such condition that he will be unable 
to sing for several months to come. 


Change Was Necessary. 


“The Girl of the Golden West” is one 
of the greatest operas ever written, and 
for that reason it was secured to open 
the season of grand opera in Atlanta 
on April 27 with Caruso as the brignt 
and shining star. But when it became 
a positive fact that Cartso could not 
sing, and that his physicians had posi- 
tively forbidden any attempt to appear 
on the stage, it became necessary for 
the Metropolitan Opera Company, in 
order to sustain its world-wide repu- 
tation, to produce in its place an opera 
that would meet all the exacting de- 
mands that would be made upon it by 
a critical audience in Atlanta, “the 
music center of the south.” 

That exaction is fully met by the 
announcement that the splendid opera 
“Otello,” with a magnificent cast in- 
cluding such famous singers as Slezak, 
Amato, Alda, Claesseus and De Seguro- 
la, will be in ATlanta with an enormous 
orchestra and all the New York scen- 
ery used in the production in the great- 
est cities of the world to make up for 
any disappointment which may accrue 
from the inability to produce “The Girl 
of the Golden West.” 

In view of the fact that it will be im- 
possible to present “The Girl of the 
Golden West,” the Metropolitan Opera 
Company has been compelled to slight- 
ly change the arrangement in the pre- 
sentation of the operas. Instead of 
Puccini’s opera, which was to have 
opened the season on Thursday, night, 
April 27, Ponchielli’s beautiful opera, 
“La Gioconda,” which was to have clos- 
ed the engagement, has been moved up

BY FRENCH MOBS 
TO FLOOD CUTTERS 


Wine Act Passed by the Senate 
Causes Riots in Many 
Departments, 


950,000 BOTTLES ARE 
SMASHED BY MARNE MOBS 


Gallons of Wine Are Poured 
Into the Streets---The Mobs; 
Thousands Strong, March 
From Town to Town, Sack- 
ing Cellars and Destroying 
Wine---Troops Ordered Out. 


Paris, April 11.—The senate today, 
after a lengthy discussion of the seri- 
ous situation which has arisen over 
the champagne question, adopted a 
resolution in favor of the suppression 
of all territorial delimitations as like- 
ly to provoke dissensions between the 
various sections of the country. A law 
was recently enacted excluding the 
department of Aube from the region 
the wine of which can legally be desig- 
nated champagne. This has _ resulted 
in demonstrations of protest in that 
department, 

Wine Riots in Marne Department. 

Rheims, France, April 11.—The reso- 
lution adopted by the senate relative 
to the . delimited champagne area 
caused tremendous excitement through- 
out the department of Marne. It is 
considered a deadly blow to the inter- 
ests of Marne, and a concession to the 
rival and neighboring department of 


Aube. 

A column of 2,000 marekhers from 
all the villages in the Marne valley 
descended on Epernay, which is the 
entrepot for champagne wines. These 
are kept in vaults in the rocks on 
which the town is built. They paraded 
through several small towns, doing 
considerable damage to the cellars of 
unpopular firms. The authorities hasti- 
ly dispatched the Sixteenth dragoons 
and a heavy force of gendarmes after 
the rioters. 

Epernay Is Seething. 

Epernay, Department of Marne, 
France, April 11.—Upon hearing the 
decision of the senate, the leaders 
summoned the wine growers to as- 
semble at Epernay, and the call was 
quiekly answered. A big column gath- 
ered from various sections, marched 
through the valley and arrived at Dizy 
before the authorities were aware that 
the workers had started. They wrecked 
cellars and smashed 250,000 bottles of 
champagne, throwing up barricades 
with casks and hoisting the red flag. 

The column then swept down .on 
Damery, where three establishments 
were sacked, gallons of wine being 
poured into the streets. The next stop- 
ping place was Ay, where the rioters 
were beginning the work of destruc- 
tion when a squadron of the Thirty- 
first dragoons, which had been sent in 
pursuit, caught up with them, driving 
therh out of town. Several of the riot- 
ers were injured, but the others took 
up the*march to Epernay. 

At Epernay, the populace was seeth- 
ing. All the troops were on foot, and 
approaches to the town were strongly 
guarded. The situation is considered 
serious, and it is feared the night will 
not pass without further destruction 
to property.

TAFT MAY HAVE TO NAME 


WIFE DETERMINED 
TO HAVE DIVORCE 


Mrs. Strange Threatens 
to Expose Husband. 


“If he doesn’t Commence divorce pro- 
ceedings I will,”’ was .the emphatic 
comment of Mrs. R. Bennett Strange, 
of 123 Garnett street, last night, in 
referring to. the trouble between J. W. 
Nix, of 697 Boulevard, and her husband, 
who found them together hh a hotel 
Tuesday morning. 

“And,” she continued, “I will show 
him up as he was never shown before, 
his past meanness and his treatment 
of me.” 

Mr. Strange, who comes of a promi- 
nent family and is well connected in 
the city, discovered his wife and Mr. 
Nix in a bed room at the Glenn hotel, 


about 9:30 o’clock, and grabbing Mr. 
Nix by the belt, haled him through tha 
streets without an officer to the po- 
lice station, where the recorder im- 
posed a fine of $50 and costs. Mr. Nix 
made no defense. 

In speaking of the affair Mrs 
Strange could hardly control herself, 
and broke down completely when her 
aged mother was mentioned. “I am 
guilty of no wrongdoing,” she cried, 
“but what will my people and my 
friends think! 

“I went to the hotel to see Mr. Nix 
by appointment, but it was on legiti- 
mate business. ,I wanted to get a po- 
sition, to help support myself, because 
my hugband can’t do it,.and Mr. Nix 
promised to help me. I have slaved 
and toiled all my life, and every ring 
I had has been pawned or sold to buy 
the necessaries of life. “My husband 
has treated me cruelly on many occa- 
sions, and I .will certainly bring all 
this out in court.”’ 

Mr. Strange defends. his actions of 
Tuesday, and states that the only thing 
that saved the life of Mr. Nix was th- 
fact that he had. no gun. “But iI 
wouldn’t have hit you,” he said turn- 
ing to his wife, “for I never hit a wom- 
an yet.”’ 

Mr. Strange also denies any ill-treat- 
ment of his wife, and says that if the 
matter is left to her own family that 
they will say he has always been good 
to her. He refused to say whether or 
not he would commence suit for di- 
vorce, but his remarks that “all this 
will be brought out later’ are taken 
to indicate the proceedings will be in- 
stituted at once.

May Disqualify Wickersham. 

Mr. Rainey’s resolution calls for an 
investigation of the department of 
justice concerning proceedings in- 
stituted under the Sherman anti-trust 
law and subsequently dropped and as 
to whether- Attornéy General Wicker- 
sham has “outside employment,” which 
| would disqualify him for his position 
lin President Taft's cabinet. 

The resolution, referred to the com- 
mittee on rules, provides’ that a com- 
mittee of nine members of the house— 
six democrats and three republicans—- 
conduct the investigation, and asks an 
appropriation of $15,000 to cover the 
expense. It directs a thorough in- 
quiry into all cases instituted under 
the Sherman anti-trust law and the 
commodities clause of the Hepburn 
railroad law and to ascertain what 
cases, if any, -were dropped and the 
reasons therefor. 

Mr. Rainey’s resolution also contem- 
plates an inquiry into the’ appropria- 
tions to the departments of justice for 
employment of special counsel, how ex- 
pended and in what cases, also what 
special counsel is now employed and 
upon what character of work.

New York, April 11.—The decision of 
the United States circuit court of ap- 
peals in reversing a judgment of $232.,- 
240 given by the lower court to D. E. 
Lowe & Company, of Danbury, Conn., 
against the. United Hatters of North 
America, ‘‘blasts the hopes of the Amer- 
ican Anti-boycott Association and the 
plaintiffs of recovering and enforcing 
judgments against members of labor or- 
ganizations” tn the opinion of Alton B. 
Parker, of counsel for the hatters.

’ Was around 15 cents, a bearclique of 
the New York Cotton Exchange 
thought it was a good time to corner 
the market and handle it at their 
will and they set about to close their 
corner. 

In the meantime the southern spin- 
ners and cotton dealers got on to the 
mame of the New York bear clique 
and bought up all the available cot- 
ton. Under a gentleman's agreement 
this cotton was to be held for spin- 
ning purposes and was not to be sold 
at any price. 

Bears Called, Wickersham Heard. 

The time for delivery came and the 
bears of the New York Cottun Ex- 
Change called on for the delivery of 
actual cotton in settlement of their 
selling contracts. They could not buy 
the cotton, for it was held by southern 
epinners and dealers under an agre:- 
ment not to sell except for spinning 
purposes. 

When the New York bears saw that 
fhe cotton was beyond their reach, 
they rushed to Attorney General 
Wickersham, their furmer legal ad- 
viser and in the twinkling of an eye 
he came to their rescue Dy indicting 
the representatives of the southern in- 
terests which held the cotton, charg- 
ing that they held the cotton as the 
result of a conspiracy in restraint of 
trade. Wickersham thus endeavored 
to force the cotton on the market s0 
it could be bought at lower prices by 
the New York bears ane be used to 
fill contracts on actual delivery. 


But Plot Didn’t Work. 


The indicted agents of the southern 
olders of cotton at once appealed to 
f courts, held their cotton and when 
_ it was found by the New York bears 
who had gon gunning that they were 
in an inextricable corner themselves 
and that Wickersham’s efforts to 
eome to their rescue nad failed, they 
were forced to settle for cotton which 
ey hag 80l4 in an effort to break 
the market at a loss of $8,000,000.

BREWS TER’S 
MILLIONS 
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MUST FACE JURY 


Two’Men Indicted for 
New York Horror. 


Isaac Harris and Max Blanck, 
Owners of Triangle Waist 
Company, Held Responsible 
for the Death of 145 Persons, 
Mostly Girls. 


New York, April 11.—Isaac PArris 
and Max Blanck, owners of the Tri- 
angle Waist Company, were indicted 
this afternoon by the grand jury which 
is investigating the circumstances of 
the Washington Place fire of March 
25, in or ag a result of which 145 em- 
ployees of the company lost their 
lives. . 

The indictments, four in number, 
charge each man with manslaughter 
in the first and second degrees, the 
maximum penaity for which is twenty 
and ten years’ imprisonment respec- 
tively. 

Harris and Blanck were arrested at 
their homes, arraigned, and, after en- 
tering pleas of not guilty, were re- 
leased under $25,000 bail. 

Allegations of Indictments. 

The indictments charge that the de- 
fendants are responsible for the, deaths 
of Renie Grasso, and Marguerite 
Schwartz, whose charred bodies were 
found on the ninth floor of the burned 
building. The Grasso girl was 16 years 
of age; Marguerite Schwartz “was 22. 
The district attorney hopes to prove 
that the girls tried the door on the 
ninth floor in an effort to escape, but 
that it was locked. 

A charred piece of the door in ques- 
tion with the bolt shot was shown to 
the grand jury as well as a part of the 
burned stairway. A few minutes after- 
ward the indictments were returned. 
Other indictments may follow. Judge 
O’Sullivan thanked the grand jury for 
its diligence and gave the defendants 
until April 25 to withdraw their pleas 
of not guilty. Both men took their ar- 
rest calmly. The grand jury investiga- 
tion will be resumed next week. 

Benefit Matinee Realizes $8,350. 

While the grand jury was engaged 
in perfecting the indictments a special 
benefit matinee for the aid of sufferers 
from the fire was held at the Metropol- 
itan Opera House under the auspices of 
the Association of Theatrical Managers 
of Greater New York. The sum of $38,- 
350 was realized to swejl the relief fund. 

The box office receipts were $8,000, 
which was-augmented by. $350 by the 
Bale at auétion of a souvenir program 
by every artist taking part in the 
performance. George M. Cohan, as the 
auctioneer, was himself the highest 
bidder with $3650.

The board of police commissioners 
last night unanimously voted to rec- 
ommend to council the change in the 
hour of $olice court from 1 o'clock 
to 2:30 o’clock, the original time.

Washington, April 11.—(Special.)— 
One of the first ‘committees of the house 
which will settle down to work is the 
committee on expenditures in the post- 
office department. Chairman Ashbrook 
today announced that he would call the 
committee to meet on Thursday of this 
weeks In the meantime there will be 
an informa conference of the’ demo- 
cratic members of the committee. 

The republican members are Repre- 
sentatives Austin, of Tennessee, Slemp, 
of Virginia, and Towner, of Iowa. A 
poll of the committee indicates that 
Representative Morris Shepard’s resolu- 
tion of investigation will be promptly 
reported 

All Complaints to Be Heard. 

Chainman Ashbrook in discussing the 
work ahead of the committee said it 
had heretofore been a merely decora- 
tive committee, but that it would be 
busy from now on. He thoroughly ap- 
proved the Shepard resolution which 
gives the committee power to subpoena 
witnesses and examine them under oath 
and to require the production of books 
and papers. 

“In addition to the inquiry which we 
will initiate on our own responsibility,” 
said Mr. Ashbrook, “any complaint or 
other evidence against the postoffice de- 
partment will have our careful atten- 
tion. Already a number of members 
of the: house have assured me that we; 
have an inexhaustible mine to work. 
This fs something new to me, but the 
inquiry we will set on foot will be 
thorough and painstaking.” 

Will Republicans Defend Hitchcock? 

Representative Austin, the leading 
republican member of the committee, 
was asked the point blank question: as 
to whether the republican members 
felt called upon to defend the admin- 
istration of this executive department. 
He stated that they would do their full 
duty and seek every light possible on 
the official conduct of Mr. Hitchcock.

TRAIN GOES INTO DITCH 


Engineer Killed and Five Pas- 
sengers Injured Near Mul- 
don, Miss. 


Mobile, Ala., April 11.—Mobile and 
Ohio passenger train No. 4, leaving Mo- 
bile this morning went into the ditch 
two miles south of Muldon, Miss., this 
afternoon. The engine and baggage 
car were derailed, the engine turning 
completely over and killing Engineer 
Jasper Adams and injuring the bag- 
gagemaster, porter and five passengers.

MILLER AND PALS. 
ARE FOUND GUILTY 


Aberdeen, Miss., April 11.—The gov- 
ernment’s prosecution of members of 
the spot cotton firm of Steele-Miller 
& Co., ended today with the acceptance 
by J. H. Hiller, L. .C. Steele and C. H. 
G. Linde, of instructed jury verdicts of 
guilty to charges of conspiracy to de- 
fraud through misuse of the mails. J. 
H .McKnight confidential employe of 
the concern who was also named in the 
indictments, was absolved of culpabil- 
ity and the charges dismissed. Tonight 
Steele and Linde, in their day among 
the best known spot cotton traders of 
the south, occupy .adjoining cells in 
the Monroe county jail to Miller, who 
was imprisoned several days ago when 
he was found guilty on a separate in- 
dictment of circulating bogus cotton 
bills of lading. Two additional indict- 
ments pending against Miller individ- 
ually were nolle prossed. 

Tomorrow sentence will be passed 
and the men will immediately begin 
the serving of their punishment. No 
appeal will be taken and to make the 
way clear for the immediate imposition 


pof sentences, attorneys for Miller to- 


day withdrew demurrers and motions 
in arrest of judgment previously filed. 
In the case of Miller a fine of $7,900, 
and imprisonment for 35 years is possi- 
ble. Linde and Steele may be impris- 
oned for 30 years and fined $6,000. 

Today's court procedure occupied 
less than half an hour. The accept- 
ance of the instructed verdicts was 
agreed to this morning at a confer- 
ence between District Attorney Stone 
and attorneys for the defense. When 
court convened this afternoon the 
six indictments charging conspiracy 
were consolidated, formal pleas of not 
guilty were entered and the jury ir- 
structed to return a verdict of guilty. 

Indictments against the firm were 
returned at the last term of United 
States district court. The cases were 
brought to trial Tuesday of last week 
and Saturday Miller, the first mem- 
ber of the firm tried. was declared 
guilty. No testimony in defense was 
offered. Steele and Linde, testifying 
in the case of Miller. admitted ° 
charges as true and a plea of guilty 
in their cases was anticipated. 

It is charged that the banking insti- 
tutions and cotton importing firms of 
the United States and Europe were de- 
frauded of approximately two and a 
half millions of dollars as a result of 
the transactions of the concern. Their 
operations, it was alleged, consisted of 
the issuance tin systematic rotatidn of 
forged bills of lading. To testify, wit- 
nesses were summoned from points in 
Germany and France, besides a number 
of prominent railroad officials and 
bankers of the United States. The wit- 
nesses started on their homeward jour- 
ney tonight. yes

Secretary Knox wired this reply: 

“The ambassador at Mexico City has 
been instructed by telegraph to re- 
quest the Mexican government to ex- 
tend protection to the American citi- 
zens and the American consul at 
Ensenada has been instructed by tele- 
graph to investigate and report, and 
to askathe governor for needed pro- 
tection for those people.”’ 

It is said today advices from En- 
senada gave no reason for the - im- 
prisonment, of the Americans and 
their families at Alamo. The Ameri- 
cans were employed in the mines near 
Alamo and Berthold, the guerilla chief, 
confiscated all the supplies in the 
town, it is declared.

Dr. Hyde has been in the county jail 
at Kansas City nearly a year following 
a sentence to life imprisonment. 

The supreme court in setting aside 
the verdict of the trial court remand- 
ed Hyde to “the custody of the mar- 
shal of Jackson county without bail.” 

How Hyde Heard the News. 

When news of the court’s decision 
reached the county jail Dr. Hyde was 
taking his usual morning promenade 
up and down the narrow corridor in 
front of his cell on the third floor. 

‘His lawyers shouted up to the pris- 
oner: 

“You have been 
trial.”’ 

Hyde stopped and smiled and said: 

“Thank you, gentlemen.’ 

Then the physician continued his 
walk. 

When the other prisoners learned the 
import of the news a minute later they 
crowded around Dr. Hyde and con- 
gratulated him. For the first time 
Since his incarceration he mingled 
with his fellow prisoners. 

Dr. Hyde declined: to make any com- 
ment, saying he must consult his at- 
torneys first. 

An important point in the decision 
remanding Hyde was that the court 
said Judge Latshaw’s action in or- 
dering Dr. Hyde locked up during the 
progress of his trial was “improper 
and unjustified.” 

Mra. Hyde in Husband's Cell. 

Mrs. Hyde was admitted to her hus- 
band’s cell, and soon husband and wife 
were joined by the physician's at- 
torneys, Frank Walsh and A, Cleary. 

Later Dr. Hyde said: 

“Of course I am disappointed that 
my case was not reversed outright. I 
shall struggle on, confident that I 
will convince not only the officers of 
the law, but the world of my inno- 
cence of the charge. 

“IT look forward With confidence to 
my acquittal in my next trial.”’ 

“IT was sure the supreme court would 
free my husband,” said Mrs. Hyde. “I 
know the utter falsity of the charges 
against him. I know the law wil!

History of the Hyde Case. 

The Missouri supreme court's de- 
cision was on an appeal of Hyde's 
attorneys for a new trial He had 
been sentenced July 5, 1910, to life im- 
prisonment by Judge Latshaw. On 
September 23, 1910, his attorneys ask- 
ed the highest court in the state for a 
new hearing, charging error in 255 
points. -These included the following 
allegations: 

That the indictments were illegal 
and the evidence insufficient to sup- 
port The allegation; that competent 
testimony was barred and incompetent 
testimony received; that prejudicial 
remarks were allowed by the prosecu- 
tor and by the court; that the court 
should not have revoked Hyde’s bond 
during the trial, and that the verdict 
gr the result of passion and preju- 
dice. 

The chief evidence attacked was that 
of the Chicago ang Michigan toxicolo- 
gists who examined the viscern of 
the deag Swopes; an especial attack 
was made on Professor Vaughn, of 
Michigan, who testified that he found 
strychnine’ in the liver of Colone! 
Swope.

Court on Typhoid Epidemic.

prise Council, 
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Rome, Ga., April 11.—(Special.)—As- 
tonished and alarmed by certain figures 
in the annual report of the board of 
public works, the city council last night 
authorized the mayor to appoint a com- 
mittee to investigate the affairs of tne 
board. The mayor appointed Messrs. 
Powers, May and McDonald, the finance 
committee, to investigate the baard and 
report back to council. 

Two particular items caused the trou- 
ble. One was the report of the board 
as to the street department. That de- 
partment had an overdraft of $9,964.40. 
The report showed that during the year 
the board had spent $30,000 for perma- 
nent improvements and maintenance of 
the streets. The income had been $132,- 
600 for permanent improvements, 38,- 
000 for maintenance and $1,500 profits 
from the waterworks. This amount 
they had spent and nearly $10,000 more. 

The other item of trouble was the re- 
port of the water Works system. This 
report showed that the-receipts of the 
eystem for the vear had been $25,954. 
The book profit was about $8,000. Of 
this amount, however, $4,000 is repre- 
sented by delinquent and uncollected 
water rents. As a result of the discus- 
gion the report of the board of public 
works was not received but was held 
over for investigation.

Washington, April 11.—(Special.)— 
The house today formally ratified the 
work of the democratic ways and 
means committee and of Republican 
Leader Mann, and in approving the 
new committee memberships took the 
last steps finally perfecTing the or- 
ganization of the house. That body is 
now ready to get down to business. 

Former Speaker Cannon, who is 
named the ranking republican on the 
appropriations committee, of which he 
was at one time chairman, made a tell- 
ing point against the democrats in 
congratulating them upon having pre- 
served the committee organization 
practically as he had built it up while 
speaker. It is true that very few dem- 
ocratic members whom Uncle Joe had 
placed were disturbed, and this in- 
dorsement of his selections greatly 
elated the former speaker. Of course, 
the advantage of seniority was on the 
side of the democratic members who 
had formerly been assigned. 


Democrats Accused of Unfairness. 


The republicans charged the demo- 
crats with gross unfairness in cutting 
down the minority membership on the 
most important committees. 

Mr. Underwood, the democratic lead- 
er, replied that the democrats had 
based the proportionate representation 
on the committees strictly according 
to the democratic majority in the 
house itself. 

“This is, moreover,” he said, “the 
first time a minority leader has been 
permitted to name his committees, and 
has had them adopted by the majority 
without dotting an ‘i’ or crossing <x: 
a ey ” 

This statement was cheered loudly 
by the democrats. 

Republican Leader Mann cited a 
number of alleged inconsistencies, and 
his arguments were seconded by 
Messrs, Cannon and Gardner, of Massa- 
chusetts. 


Cannon Admits Mistakes. 


“That I made mietakes in undoubt- 
edly true,’ Mr. Cannon said. “But I 
was responsible for the organization 
of the committees, and I did it hor- 
estly. I have no apologies to make. I 
would like to see the speaker, or the 
ways and means committee, or the 
minority leader Wee could organize 
the committees without making mis- 
takes. I Wave already heard rumblings 
on the democratic side. But, after all, 
you are not going to be judged by the 
committees you name, but by the 
legislation you accomplish.” » 

Instructions to the new corainittees 
were adopted in the form of resolu- 
tions. The ways and means and ap- 
propriations committees ‘of the house 
were authorized to sit during the ses- 
sions and recess of the house. 

Regular Kind to Insurgents. 

Prepared by Minority Leader James 
R. Mann at the direction of the repur- 
ilcan caucus, the minority committee 
selections contained many = surprises 
for the house. The desire to accord 
impartial treatment to the insurgent 
republicans is shown in the number 
of.choice committee places given to 
them by Mr. Mann.

Georgia, blew out his brains at the 
country home of J. A. Douglass, man- 
ager of the local office of the Southern 
Express Company, according to news 
received here this morning. 


Mr. Bullock leaves a sister who is said 
to be rated several times a millionair- 
ess.

That was back in the sev- 
enties. After that he was secretary to 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce 
when that strong body of today was in 
its infancy. When Edwin F. Blodgett 
was appointed postmaster for Atlanta 
the last time, Volney Bulloch, as he 
was called by his friends, was named 
as his assistant, and while he occupied 
that position he added new friends by 
his uniform courtesy and kindness to 
everyone. Especially popular was he 
with other employees of the postoffice, 
while he held the implicit confidence 
of the Atlanta postmaster and the 
postoffice officials. 

Governor Bulloch and ‘Postmaster 
Blodgett’s father, Foster Blodgett. hag 
been friends for years, and to Post- 
master Blodgett, Vol Bulloch was al- 
most like a son.

DEATH RATE OF INFANTS 
NEARLY 50 PER CENT 


Dysenteric Diseases Are Prov- 
ing Very ‘Fatal in 
New York. 


New York, April 11.—An increase of 
nearly 50 per cent in the death rate of 
infants suffering from disenteric dis- 
eases in New York is shown in the re- 
port of the department of health for 
the first quarter of 1911. The increase 
has taken place almost wholly in the 
institutions and hospitals where chil- 
dren are cared for,. the report states, 
the greatest increase being in the bor- 
ough of Manhattan. 

In 1910, according to the report, 
there were 77 deaths in institutions 
and 19 in private families in Manhat- 
tan: in 1911 there were 200 deaths in 
institutions and 27 in private 
families. Of these, 110 deaths occurred 
in institutions in March.

PIERCE AND BARRETT 
MIX IT UP ON STREET 


Prominent Young Augustans 
Come to Blows as Result 
of Accusations. 


Augusta, Ga., April 11.—(Special.)— 
Following a speech made to the jury 
today in the Uniteqg States court by 
Wallace Pierce, one of the attorneys 
for the plaintiff in the case of Banks 
v. Barrett & Doughty, Messrs. Frank

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ROBBING THE SOUTHERN FARMER. 


The New Orleans Cotton Exchange, through President W. B. 
Thompson, has joined the farmers of the south in a ringing protest 
to congress against the additional pocket-picking of the cotton pro- 
ducer now contemplated by the bagging and tie trusts. 

The Constitution recently drew attention to the shrewd maneu- 
ver of the bagging trust, whereby it had secured an _interpreta- 
tion of the import duty on bagging materials greatly increasing the 
tribute already extorted from the farmer. 

President Thompson, in his letter to every congressman, directs 
attention to the pending outrage, and thus outlines the present and 
projected status of what is nothing less than a licensed steal on the 
part of these two monopolies: : 


Thus, under the Payne-Aldrich law, as heretofore interpreted, the cotton 
producer has borne the burden of a $950,000 yearly tax on bagging and ties, 
and if the chemical interpretation holds, he will hereafter be mulcted in the 
yearly sum of $2,900,000 for his baling materials, all of which go into the treas- 
uries of the bagging and tie trusts. 

From the reasons stated, it will incontestibly appear that not only the 
proposed outrage, but the present tax on bagging and ties fs tnequitable and 
wrong; and because the western farmer has now and has had for more than 
fifteen years, his binder twine on the free list, the tax’ upon the southern 
farmer stands condemned of the additional vice of discriminatrfon. 

The original degree of protection accorded the bagging and tie 
trusts was difficult of palliation, since the toll came in each instance 
from the profits of bona fide farmers. 

The injustice of the burden now sought to be increased is seen 
to be particularly indefensible, when it is recalled that the western 
farmers enjoy the admission, duty-free, of binder twine, which is the 
equivalent of cotton ties in the handling of wheat. 

Larceny under shadow of law in the first instance is thus made 
seculiarly flagrant by sectional discrimination. 

In this case, the extra load is not carried by the consumer or, 


as in some exceptional instances, by the middleman. 

The toll is taken directly out of the profits of every bale of cot- 
ton produced in the southern states—and already the cotton farmer 
is called upon to endure an unequal share of the excessive cost of 


living under the high protection of the Payne-Aldrich law.

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SELLING OF STOCKS 
CAUSES WIDE MOVEMENT 


Professional Traders Seem Dis- 
posed to Depress the 
Market. 


New York, April 11.—Persistent 
selling of stocks today brought about 
the widest movements which have 
taken place in several weeks on the 
exchange. During most of the ses- 
sion prices ruled a point or more un- 
der recent levels. The movement 
seemed to indicate short selling 
rather than liquidation of long stocks, 
and probably was inspireq by the De- 
lief that, since prices have not im- 
proved on the receipt of good news 
recently, it would be easier for pro- 
fessional traders to depress the mar- 
ket than to force it up. No solid sup- 
port was offered and quotations gave 
way rather easily on moderate offer- 
ings, with only a partial recovery be- 
fore the close. While professional ma- 
nipulation was chiefly responsible for 
today’s movement, the ready response 
of the market to slight pressure and 
the fact that trading was most active 
on the decline were indications of 
growth of bearish sentiment. The 
statement vesterday of one of the 
country’s foremost bankers that he 
expected a protracted period of dull- 
ness found echo today in many quar- 
ters where hopes of a speedy reviva! 
of activity has been resigned. Much 
disappointment had been expressed 
that the advent of spring had not 
brought the expected improvement in 
trade. 

Some encouragement was derived 
from the first returns, receiveg today, 
of the country’s exports for March. 
Statistics covering exports of grain, 
meats, cotton and mineral oils reveil- 
ed an increase of more than $3,000,009 
from March of last. year. he gain 
for three months of the. fiscal vear 
ending with March overthe preceding 
period is $127,137,000. These figures 
indicate a further expansion in the to- 
tal of American credits abroad, in 
view of the fact that imports are ex- 
pected to show the restricting effects 
of the projected revision of the tariff 
law. The export business of the 
United States Steel Corporation is 
now estimated at 16 per cent of its 
total production ang the export trade 
of the corporation this vear is expect - 
ed to exceed that of last year, which 
was the largest in its history. 

Advices received from London today 
Stated that the competition of Ameri- 
can steel products was being felt 
keenly in England and had resulted in 
curtailment of production by some 
mills there. 

Dullness in both the stock market 
and business circles was reflected in 
the money market. One of the largest 
banks was reported to have made a 
large loan for seven months at 3 per 
cent. The foreign exchange held 
steady.

Hester’s Cotton Analysis. 

New Orleans, April 11.—Secretary Hester's 
analysis of the cotton movement for the seven 
months ef the season, from September 1 to 
March 81, inclusive. shows that, compared with 
the crop movement last year, the state of Texas 
has brought !nto sight this season, in round 
figures, 560,000 more; other gulf states, 
which include Arkansas, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Tennessee, Missouri and Oklahoma, have market- 
ed 450,000 more, and the group of Atlantic states 
which included North and South Carolina. Geor- 
gia, Florida, Alabama end Virginia have market- 
e4 420,000 more, making the increase in the 
amount marketed 1,680,000. 

Mr. Hester shows the amount brought into 
sight by groups of states, seven months of this 
season, as follows: 

Texas, 2,952,247 bales, an increase over last 
year of 560,164. a decrease under year before 
last of 448,414 and an increase over the same 
time in 1908 of 1,056,746. 

Other gulf states, 38,168,606 bales, an in- 
crease over fast year of 649,830. a decrease 
under year before lats of 672,541, and a deorease 
under same time in 1908 of 344,316. 

Atlantic states, 4,..50,812 bales. an increase 
over last year of 420,052, a decrease under year 
before last of 49,931 and an increase over same 
time in 1908 of 182,6470. 

Total crop in sight at close of March, 10,- 
771,165, an increase over last year of 1,630,055, 
a decrease under year before last of 1,170,866. 
and an increase over. the same time in 1908 
of 845,100.

Will Oppose ose the Increase. 


Savannah, Ga., April 11.—( Special. )— 
Following the resolutions of the New 
Orleans cotton exchange, calling on 
congress to place cotton bagging and 
ties on the free list at this extra ses- 
sion of congress, the Savannah cotton 
exchange has received communications 
from the former exchange, and at the 
next meeting of the directors, some act- 
ion similar to that of New Orleans will 
be taken. This latter calls on the lo- 
cal exchange to enter a protest against 
a proposed increase in the tariff on cot- 
ton bagging and ties. Whether the lo- 
cal cotton men will go after the in- 
crease levy men as strong as New 
Orleans men cannot be told just now. 

However, the president and secre- 
tary of the exchange are both favora- 
bly inclined to taking the same view 
of the situation that the New Orleans 
exchange has,,and many of the direct- 
ors are known to share the same view.

Disease 
Seems to appear without apparent 
cause, and the slightest exposure leads 
to roup or something allied to it. I 
have known whole flocks to escape 
oup when all the birds belonging to 

near neighbor were affected. Con- 
sumption, scrofula, bronchitis, asthma, 
and such diseases, are surely transmit- 
ted to the offspring of fowls as in cases 
_Of animals. There is not enough at- 
tention given the selection of fowls 
with the view of preventing disease 
and avoiding the liability of hereditary 
transmission. 


When roup appears in a flock, it 
Genotes some organic weakness, and if 
ft spreads rapidly to all the members 
og the flock, the indication is that the 
members are of the same family, and 
more readily susceptible to the disease 
than some other flocks. It is safer to 
avoid using any birds for breeding 
purposes that have at any time been 
Sick with a contagious disease, and by 
so doing the flock will in a few years 
be hardy, and the difficulties iessened. 

How to keep the boys on the farm.

I can pen my chickens through the 
moulting period, and would like to 
have your ideas: 

1. What do you think of a cross be- 
tween the Wyandottes, Buff and Brown 
Leghorns? As the Wyandotte hens 
seemed to be lazy and clumsy, and not 
very good layers, [ thought to mix 
them would be a good idea, but I feel 
sure that you can tell me. When I 
kill and dress one for the table their 
gizzard would be covered with fat. 
This was through the summer months, 
and I didn’t feed anything except a 
few crumbs from the table. 

2. What is the cause of my Wyadn- 
dottes’ legs and feet being unnaturally 
rough and scaly? It seems that the 
natural scales of the legs are 
enlarged and loose, and some- 
times bieed. They seem to be well 
these scales? They seem to be well 
otherwise. The roosters’: feet are worse 
than the hens’. My full blood rooster 
tickles the children sometimes, as he 
walks as if he was trying to slip up 
on some one. Please tell me what the 
trouble is and what to do. 

3. Is nux vomica good for chickens, 
both old and young? Some folks tell 
me if I feed them nux vomica occa- 
sionally it will rid them of chicken 
fleas, and that it is good for indiges- 
tion. Now, Uncle Joe, I am not finan- 
clally able to do a chicken business 
on a large scale; am just trying to 
raise plenty for home consumption and 
some for market sometimes. 

4. Is there really any danger in feed- 
ing little chicks dampened cornmeal? 

5. Do you treat little ducks the same 
ag little chickens, not giving them any 
food for three days? Well, I will take 
my seat away back over here with the 
mixed breeders, and I promise to be 
quiet and learn all I can. 

‘Answer—The new subscriber hailing 
from the state of big things is wel- 
come to a seat among the mixed 
breeders. If I can read between the 
lines, she will soon be asking for a 
seat with the standard-bred raisers. 
I just don't like the crossing of two 
good breeds of chickens. In crossing 
non-setters with setters it sometimes 
happens that you get a lot of poor 
setters, thus spoiling two good breeds. 
I never knew Wyandottes were lazy. 
but on the contrary, thought’ they 
were hustlers. Perhaps you haven't 
the right kind—the good kind—the 
kind that lay well. Don’t mix your 
fowls; keep them pure if you can. 

2. Sealy lew is the cause of your 
chickens’ rough legs. It’s a parasite 
under the scale. Dip the legs and feet 
in kerosene oil two or three times, and 
apply for a week or two equal parts 
of lard and kerosene oll. It can be 
cured in about two weeks. 

38. Nux vomica, a little of it, fed to 
chickens two or three times a week 
will not only, keep them in good con- 
dition, but will drive away lice. 

4. Damp cornmeal has killed as 
many chickens as roup or gapes. 

5. You can feed little duckiings 
after the first day.
